ATTENDANCE AT AN ANTI-RED 
MEETING IN NEW JERSEY 





As a matter of information and ed- 
ucation on the efficient smear cam- 
paigns carried on by the Communists, 
we give you the highlights of the smear 
and sabotage of a meeting held in 
Irvington, New Jersey, on Friday, Feb- 
ruary 7, sponsored by the Loyal Am- 
erican Group. 


The meeting was plainly advertised 
— for one purpose only, to expose 
Communism. As soon as it was public- 
ly announced, an organization in New 
York took this meeting up as a project 
to sabotage. 


A few words.on the organization. 
They have representatives throughout 
the country and were the most effective 
movement to push us into the War — 
(they brag of this; we have the evi- 
dence). A few months ago, they asked 
for four million dollars to carry on 
what they say is an organization to 
enforce tolerance. But their program 
is far from tolerant; it is to smear every 
one who effectively combats Com- 
munism or opposes Roosevelt’s pol- 
icies as Fascist or anti-Semitic, to draw 
them away from the subject of Com- 
munism and cause them to defend 
themselves on other grounds. 


This organization has a large staff 
who work as secret saboteurs to ruin 
meetings opposed to Communism. To 
those who are contemplating holdin 
anti-Communist meetings, this w

country against Communism, and later 


escaped from Siberia under a twenty- 
year sentence. 


It would take two complete issues of 
this paper to tell you in detail to what 
extent the sabotage was carried, but 
briefly it is as follows: 

This smear group had another or- 
ganization in New York, which is not 
innocent but acted as a willing front, 
contact the State officers of the Cath- 
olic War Veterans in New Jersey, stat- 
ing the Irvington affair was to be an 
anti-Semitic meeting (they in New 
York presumably knew more about 
the meeting than those in New Jersey 
who were promoting it!) This sabo- 
taging organization in New York was 
téld that the Catholic War Veterans 
was organized to combat Communism, 
that they had investigated this meeting 
and they were one hundred percent 
behind it. 


Not discouraged, the saboteurs then 
contacted three members of the C.W. 
V, who have been for the New Deal 
and Roosevelt policies and started these 
three on a campaign of lies. Through 
their underhand dealings, innocent 
C.W.V.s were persuaded to go to the 
Mayor and tell him Mr. Joseph Ward, 
past State Commander of the C.W.V., 
was “no good” and for that reason all 
Catholic War Veterans would be noti- 
fied to stay away from the meeting. 
This statement was made in spite of the 
fact that the State Commander of the 
C.W.V., Joseph Vayda, and the Na- 
tional Organizer of C.W.V., John Kroz- 
ser, had approved the meeting and had 
secured Mr. Ward to speak. 

. These C.W.V. dupes who were un- 
wittingly sabotaging the meeting. for 
the pro-Communist organization in 
INew York then went to a top man 


in the Essex County Democratic Party, 
influencing him with lies to’ go to 
Joseph Ward and tell him thé meeting 
was to fight minority groups, thereby 
causing Mr. Ward to refuse to speak. 
Mr.* Ward later learned he had been 
deceived and returned to the program. 


The next step.of the smear organi- 
zation was to-go to Mayor Kruttschnitt 
with the story that John Henihan was 
not fit to speak because he had appear- 
ed.on the platform in New York with 
The Mayor, 
not knowing “Edward Lodge Curran”’, 
was led to believe that anyone appear- 
ing on the same platform with this man 
was a Fascist, or whatever else con-

notes evil in our world today. 


It so happens that the gentleman re- 
ferred to above is Reverend Edward 
Lodge Curran of Brooklyn, a Catholic 
priest, a Doctor of Law, President of 
the International Catholic Truth So- 
ciety, an outstanding American, and 
one of the great and inspiring speakers 


of our time. 


Next the smear group called on the 
Ukrainian Corigress in New York, of 
which Captain Lissiuk is a director, to 
try to persuade them to have the Cap- 


tain withdraw because “Mayor Krutt- 
schnitt is a Nazi’!!! 


The Mayor withdrew from the meet- 


ing, undoubtedly because he was afraid 


of what might be said about him by 
the Communists if he participated. So 
he will now see that the Communists 


smeared him anyway and, because of 
his withdrawal, he does not have the 
backing of the anti-Communists either. 
So it appears that he has lost on both 
sides of the fence. The time has come 
when we must i We can 
no longer travel.in the middle of the 
road, partaking of favors from both 
sides. 

To continue the story of sabotage, 
the three Catholic War Veterans who 
were acting as stooges for the pro- 
Communist organization in New York, 
called their fellow members in many 
towns, telling them the Bishop’s office 
had issued orders to Keep all Catholics 
away. This, as well as other statements, 
was a lie. 

Last, but not least, the Reds had 
calls made to the owrers of the hall, 
telling them the meeting was to be 
against union labor. What horrible 
people this Loyal American group must 
be! And what supermen — to be able 
to fight so many groups at the same 
time!!! 

The C.W.V. of Irvington, upon 
learning that they had been deceived 
by three C.W.V. politicians, tried to 
undo the damage, but the Mayor had 
already issued a statement to the press 


























that he would no longer act as Chair- 
man. Because of the Mayor’s state- 
ment, the public believes that the meet- 
ing was not what it was advertised to 
be, that there was something “evil” in 
its makeup. 

A Catholic priest, we are sad to say, 
deceived by these slick politicians, co- 
operated with them in dividing so Com- 
munism could conquer — thus doing 
the very thing the Pope warned against 
in his last encyclical. 

Colonel John McNaboe, a former 
State Senator of New York, made a 
fine chairman, and gave encourage- 
ment to the men who participated. Rev. 
Irvin C. Wise, Presbyterian minister, 
opened the meeting with a prayer; Rev. 
Francis Reinbold of St. Michael’s 
Church, Elizabeth, closed with a bless- 
ing. The speeches were the real Am- 
erican type that have not been heard 
often enough these last few years.
